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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To reduce a radio wave noise, eliminate flicker and provide 
correspondingly higher optical output by rectifying AC output from an inverter 
lighting circuit with a rectifier, and supplying a lamp with DC voltage having 
a less AC component after smoothing the voltage through a coil and a capacitor. 

CONSTITUTIO N: AC output from an inverter lighting circuit 1 is full-wave 
rectified with a diode bridge 2 and smoothed with a smoothing coil 7 and a 
smoothing capacitor 3. DC voltage with a less AC component thereby obtained 
fed to a lamp 4. In addition, a start assist action is provided by a start 
assist conductor or a fluorescent lamp fixture 5 laid along the lamp 4, and a 
small capacitor 6 for preheating a lamp electrode and starting the lamp 4. 
Consequently, the lamp 4 becomes free from blinking and flickering, and 
correspondingly higher optical output can be obtained. Also, as a frequency at 
the circuit 1 is high, a small and lightweight coil and capacitor can be used. 
According to this construction, a radiowave noise can be reduced and optical 
output can be improved. Also, a maintenance-free condition can be obtained. 
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
